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(54) STREAMING ADVERTISEMENT DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM AND STREAMING ADVERTISEMENT 
DISTRIBUTION METHOD 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a streaming advertisement 
distribution system that can provide an advertisement medium with a 
high advertisement efficiency to a sponsor and allow a viewer to 
view/listen to items of interest as advertisement distribution 
accompanying a moving picture distribution service. 
SOLUTION: The streaming advertisement distribution system that uses 
a viewing/listening contents management server 30 to manage a 
viewing/listening state of moving picture contents 54 at a viewer 
terminal 10 to insert advertisement distribution contents 71 on the way 
of distribution of the moving picture contents 54 and distributes the 
resulting contents, is provided with an object viewer qualification module 
72 which determines whether or not the viewer terminal 10 receiving the 
distributed moving picture contents 54 is a distribution object of the 
advertisement distribution contents 71 and with an advertisement 
insertion slot extract module 74 which extracts an inserted slot 58 
placed on the way of distribution of the moving picture contents 54, and 
inserts the advertisement distribution contents 71 to the insertion slot 
58 placed on the way of distribution of the moving picture contents 54 
to distribute the result to the viewer terminal 10.

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[0018] According to a streaming advertisement distribution method 

5 of the present invention which achieves the above mentioned object, 
as shown in FIGS. 4 and 6, in the case where moving picture 
contents 54 are viewed on a viewer terminal 10, using a 
viewing/listening contents management server 30, advertisement 
distribution contents 71 are inserted on the way of distribution of 

10 the moving picture contents 54, and the resulting contents are 
distributed. First, it is judged whether or not the viewer terminal 
10 which receives the distribution of the moving picture contents 54 
is a distribution object of the advertisement distribution contents 71 
(S43). In the case where the viewer terminal 10 is the distribution 

15 object of the advertisement distribution contents 71, an inserted 
slot 58 is extracted, the inserted slot 58 being placed on the way of 
distribution of the moving picture contents 54 (S44). The 
advertisement distribution contents 71 are inserted into the 
extracted inserted slot 58, and the result is distributed to the viewer 

20 terminal 10 (S45) or is made to be distributed (S49). It is desirable 
to previously manage the viewing/listening state of the moving 
picture contents 54 at the viewer terminal 10 by receiving, via the 
streaming distribution server 50, a control instruction including 
specification of the moving contents to be distributed to the viewer 

25 terminal 10, the control instruction being transmitted from the 
viewer terminal 10 to the streaming distribution server 50. 
[0019] According to the streaming advertisement distribution 
method of the present invention which achieves the above 
mentioned object, as shown in FIGS. 8 and 10, in the case where 

30 moving picture contents 54 are viewed on a viewer terminal 10, 
using a viewing/listening contents management server 30, 
advertisement distribution contents 71 are inserted on the way of 
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distribution of the moving picture contents 54, and the resulting 
contents are distributed. The streaming advertisement distribution 
method i n cl u d e§T<tf£h e$tff6 n g' ^processings. First, the 
advertisement distribution contents 71 are selected, the contents 
5 belonging to the preference category specified by the viewer 
terminal 10 which receives the distribution of the moving picture 
contents 54 (S51 and S53). The advertisement distribution 
contents 71 are inserted into the insert slot 58 placed on the way of 
distribution of the moving picture contents 54 (S54). The result is 

10 distributed to the viewer terminal 10 (S55), or is made to be 
distributed (S59). It is desirable to previously manage the 
viewing/listening state of the moving picture contents 54 at the 
viewer terminal 10 by receiving, via the streaming distribution 
server 50, a control instruction including specification of the moving 

15 contents to be distributed to the viewer terminal 10, the control 
instruction being transmitted from the viewer terminal 10 to the 
streaming distribution server 50.

[Embodiments of the Present Invention] 

20 [First Embodiment] 

Hereinafter, an embodiment according to the present 
invention will be described referring to the drawings. In the 
respective drawings, the same or corresponding components are 
assigned with the same or similar codes, and the overlapping 

25 description will be omitted. FIG. 1 is a block diagram showing a 
configuration of a whole streaming advertisement distribution 
system which describes the embodiment of the present invention. 
In FIG. 1, the viewer terminal 10 is connected to the 
viewing/listening contents management server 30 and the 

30 streaming distribution server 50 via Internet 20. As the viewer 
terminal 10, there are the following kinds: a personal computer; a 
cellular phone which can be connected to Internet; a Personal Digital 
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Assistant (PDA) which can be connected to Internet such as a palm 
terminal; a game terminal; and a set top box (STB) connected to a 
TV receiver. The viewer terminal 10 includes a function of 
transmitting an inst?uirtii r orf tb cbritrol the streaming distribution 
5 state of the moving contents 54 in the streaming distribution server 
50. 

[0021] The Internet 20 uses Hyper Text Transfer Protocol (HTTP) or 
Wireless Application Protocol (WAP) as a communication protocol. 
Web page information is transmitted via the Internet 20, the Web 

10 page information being described in Hyper Text Markup Language 
(HTML), extensible Markup Language (XML) and Wireless Markup 
Language (WML). The following can be used as a communication 
line: a fiber optic cable; a cable line using copper wire; and a 
wireless line for mobile communication. In the case where the 

15 communication information is a file of moving picture contents, the 
information is compressed, for example, using a Moving Picture 
Expert Group (MPEG) method. For the communication performed 
via the Internet for the mobile communication, a transmitting/ 
receiving function is set in the viewer terminal 10, according to a 

20 digital communication standard such as International Mobile 
Telecommunication (IMT) 2000 and Code Division Multiple Access 
(CDMA). 

[0022] The viewing/listening contents management server 30 
includes: a moving picture contents distribution specific database 

25 32; a viewer management database 34; a viewing/listening history 
database 343; an advertisement management database 37; an 
advertisement distribution history database 372; an object viewer 
qualification module 72; and an advertisement insert slot extraction 
module 74. The object viewer qualification module 72 judges 

30 whether or not the viewer terminal 10 is a distribution object of the 
advertisement distribution contents 71, the viewer terminal 10 
receiving the distribution of the moving contents 54. The object 
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viewer qualification module 72 judges whether or not the viewer 
meets the advertiser's purpose, based on the viewer's viewing 
histories accumulated in the viewing history database 343, and the 
viewer's attributes.-^egiSite^ed; irirtfie vfewer management database 
5 34, such as age group and gender. The advertisement insert slot 
extraction module 74 extracts the inserted slot 58 placed on the way 
of distribution of the moving picture contents 54 for inserting the 
advertisement distribution contents 71. 

[0023] The following information is recorded in the moving picture 

10 content distribution specific database 32: a program identification 
mark of the moving picture contents 54; a Uniform Resource Locator 
(URL) address; a title; a shooting date; a total distribution time; 
performers; overview of moving picture contents; and viewing 
charge. Also, the moving picture contents 54 are managed 

15 classifying into each category in the moving contents distribution 
specific database 32. For example, the large classification is sports, 
movie, play and the like. For the large classification, "sports", the 
intermediate classifications are soccer, golf, ski and the like. With 
regard to the intermediate classification, "golf", the small 

20 classification is certain tour open tournament of Japan women's 
professional golf Open, for example, classified as "Japan women's 
professional golf Open". Moreover, the position of the inserted slot 
placed in the moving picture contents 54 is recorded. 
[0024] The following information is recorded in the viewer 

25 management database 34: the viewer's name; the viewer's birth 
date; the viewer's address; the viewer's settlement account 
number; the viewer's credit card number; the viewer's telephone 
number; the viewer's electronic mail address; and the viewer's 
viewing history. The following information is recorded in the 

30 viewing history database 343: the viewer's name; the name of the 
distributed moving picture contents 54; type of control instruction; 
and reception time of control instruction. It is desirable that the 
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advertisement distribution contents 71 are managed, classifying 
into each advertisement client and each category in the 
advertisement management database 37. The following 
information is recSTaea In 'the advertisement distribution history 
5 database 372: the viewer's name; the identification code of the 
distributed advertisement distribution contents 71; the distribution 
time; the name of the moving picture contents 54 according to the 
distributed inserted slot. 

[0025] In the case where the advertisement management database 
10 37 is managed by classifying into each category, for example, the 
large classification is consumption related service, non-durable 
consumer goods; durable consumer goods; and capital goods. For 
the large classification, "consumption service", the intermediate 
classifications are sports, music, play and the like. For the 
15 intermediate classification, "sports", the small classifications are 
soccer, ski, golf and the like. The micro classification is classified 
as, for example, "...country club" which is the place name of the next 
tour open golf of Japan women's professional tournament, in 
association with the small classification "golf". Also, the 
20 advertisement distribution contents 71 are stored, such as an item 
list of golf goods is provided for the golf lovers and introduction of 
golf course membership. 

[0026] The streaming distribution server 50 is set for each provider, 
and includes: a moving picture contents database 52; a moving 

25 picture distribution processing module 510; and a viewing event 
processing module 520. The moving picture contents database 52 
records the moving picture contents 54 such as movie, news image, 
scenery video, human video and street video, according to the 
standard such as MPEG. After receiving, from the viewer terminal 

30 10, the control instruction 14 for the streaming distribution of the 
moving picture contents 54 performed by the streaming distribution 
server 50, the viewing event processing module 520 transfers the 
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control instruction 14 to the viewing contents management server- 
30. Also, according to the control instruction, streaming 
distribution of the moving picture contents 54 is performed for the 
viewer terminal f|0^by)th]e^ ^V^ifl^'p'itStu'fe distribution processing 
5 module 510. 

[0027] Here, streaming is one of the methods in which audio and 
moving picture data are transferred on network such as the Internet 
20. In the viewer terminal 10, the moving picture data is 
reproduced during reception, and the received moving picture data 

10 cannot be stored in the viewer terminal 10. Only in the case where 
the viewer terminal 10 is connected to the streaming distribution 
server 50 via the Internet 20, the moving picture contents 54 can be 
shown and viewed. Therefore, the range of duplication and the 
frequency of reproduction are practically restricted. 

15 [0028] An advertisement client's terminal 80 is a terminal for the 
distribution client of the advertisement distribution contents 71. 
The advertisement client can understand the distribution state of 
the advertisement distribution contents 71 by referring to the 
advertisement distribution history database 372. For example, in 

20 the case where the advertisement fee is paid in association with the 
distribution performance, the advertisement client can easily 
understand grossing based on the streaming distribution of the 
advertisement distribution contents 71 by statistically processing 
the viewed data in the advertisement distribution history database 

25 372 using the advertisement client's terminal 80. 

[0029] FIG. 2 is a diagram describing relations between the 
streaming-distributed moving picture contents and the inserted 
slots. For example, in the case where the total streaming 
distribution time for the whole moving picture contents is 30 

30 minutes, the moving picture contents 54 are divided into three 
scenes, and 8 minutes are allocated for each division as streaming 
distribution time. An inserted slot 58 of 1 minute is added to the 
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head part of the moving picture contents 54; an inserted slot 58 of 
2 minutes is placed in the division between the moving contents 54; 
and the inserted sl8P5<8 ol^rifiWutSHs itided to the end part of the 
moving picture contents 54. These inserted slots 58 are used as 

5 the steaming distribution time for the advertisement distribution 
contents 71. The advertisement distribution contents 71 are 
streaming-distributed, for example, for 30 seconds per frame. 
Thus, in the case of the inserted slot 58 of 1 minute, two frames of 
the advertisement distribution contents 71 are 

10 streaming-distributed. 

[0030] Data exchange performed in the streaming advertisement 
distribution system configured as described above will be described 
as follows. FIG. 3 is a flowchart showing the case where the moving 
contents are streaming-distributed from the streaming distribution 

15 server to the viewer terminal. First, the viewer makes a contract 
for viewing the moving picture contents 54 with the management 
provider of the viewing/listening contents management server 30. 
After the viewing contract is made, the following information is 
registered into the viewer management database 34 by the 

20 management provider of the viewing/listening contents 
management server 30: the viewer's authentication ID; the viewer's 
password; and other unique information which confirms that the 
viewer is the contracting party. 

[0031] On the other hand, the provider makes a distribution 
25 management commission contract for the moving picture contents 
54 with the management provider of the viewing/listening contents 
management server 30 by visiting, mail and telephone. Also, for 
the moving picture contents 54 which exist in the moving picture 
content database 52 included in the streaming distribution server 50, 
30 the following information is registered in the moving picture 
contents distribution specific database 32 so that each individual 
moving picture content 54 can be easily found: a program ID; a 
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program URL; and a program overview. The details of the 
viewing/listening contents management server 30 will be described 
later. 

[0032] After the is completed 

5 between the viewing/listening contents management server 30, the 
viewer terminal 10 and the streaming distribution server 50, the 
viewer changes the state so that the moving picture contents 54 can 
be streaming-distributed from the streaming distribution server 50 
to the viewer terminal 10. First, the viewer logs on to the 

10 viewing/listening contents management server 30 using the viewer 
terminal 10, and requests distribution of the moving picture 
contents 54 indicated by title 11 (step 1). In selecting the title 11, 
a search engine of the moving picture contents 54 may be used, the 
search engine being provided from the viewing/listening contents 

15 management server 30 to the viewer terminal 10. 

[0033] Then, the viewing/listening contents management server 30 
(i) refers to the moving picture contents distribution specific 
database 32, (ii) obtains, regarding the moving picture contents 54, 
the program ID, the program URL, the program overview and the 

20 viewing fee, and (iii) causes the viewer terminal 10 to display 
information regarding the input specific screen for the obtained 
information (step 2). After this, the viewer's authentication ID and 
password are inputted into the information regarding the input 
specific screen, and transmitted from the viewer terminal 10 to the 

25 viewing/listening contents management server 30 (step 3). On the 
other hand, the viewing/listening contents management server 30 
refers to the viewer management database 34 to search for the 
received viewer's authentication ID and password, examines 
whether or not the viewer of the viewer terminal 10 is a registered 

30 subscriber (step 4), and payment information is also processed, 
according to need. 

[0034] In the case where the subscription is confirmed, the 
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viewing/listening contents management server 30 distributes, to 
the viewer terminal 10, the viewing authentication ID and the 

viewing authentication password -a^ the^iewing authorization key

39 (step 6). The viewing authorization key 39 is created so that a 

5 pair of a viewing viewer terminal 10 and moving picture contents 54 
can be specified. Also, the viewing authorization key 39 is 
distributed from the viewing/listening contents management server 
30 to the viewer terminal 10 on line such as by transmission and 
distribution. Here, step 5 is not performed. 

10 [0035] The viewer requests the streaming distribution server 50 to 
streaming-distribute the specified moving picture contents 54 to the 
viewer terminal 10 (step 7). In such case as described above, the 
viewer transfers, to the viewing/listening contents management 
server 30, the viewing authorization key 13 distributed from the 

15 viewing/listening contents management server 30 (step 8). The 
viewing/listening contents management server 30 compares the 
transferred viewing authorization key 13 with the viewing 
authorization key 39 distributed on the input screen of the viewer 
terminal 10, and transmits the comparison result to the 

20 viewing/listening contents management server 30 (step 9). 

[0036] In the case where the streaming distribution server 50 
confirms that the viewing authorization key 13 is true, using the 
received comparison result, the streaming distribution server 50 
streaming-distribute the specified moving picture contents 54 to the 

25 viewer terminal 10 (step 10). Subsequently, a control instruction 
14 is transmitted from the viewer terminal 10 to the streaming 
distribution server 50, the control instruction 14 indicating to 
control the viewing/listening state of the moving picture contents 54 
(step 11). Here, the control instruction 14 includes the following 

30 operations: specifying the moving picture contents 54 to be 
distributed to the viewer terminal 10; the viewer terminal 10's 
connecting to and separating from the streaming distribution server 
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50; accessing the moving picture contents 54 and separating from 
the access; and reproducing the moving picture contents 54 and 
stopping the ^ep;nod'»li!qjiionr. i^phe streaming distribution server 50 
controls the streaming distribution of the moving picture contents 

5 54 according to the transmitted control instruction 14, and transfers 
the transmitted control instruction 14 to the viewing/listening 
contents management server 30 (step 12). The viewing/listening 
contents management server 30 stores the viewer's viewing history 
into the viewing history database 343 using the received control 

10 instruction 14 (step 13). 

[0037] Next, description will be made regarding the case where 
advertisement distribution contents are stream-distributed to the 
viewer terminal using the time frame of the inserted slot placed in 
the moving contents. FIG. 4 is a flowchart describing the case 

15 where the advertisement distribution contents are 
streaming-distributed to the viewer terminal. The advertiser 
makes a distribution management commission contract for the 
advertisement distribution contents 71 with the management 
provider of the viewing/listening contents management server 30 by 

20 visiting, mail and telephone. Also, the advertisement client 
registers the advertisement distribution contents 71 into the 
advertisement management database 37 using the advertisement 
client's terminal 80 and the like (step 41). Moreover, regarding the 
advertisement distribution contents 71 which exist in the 

25 advertisement management database 37, it is desirable to 
previously register the following information into the advertisement 
management database 37 so that each individual advertisement 
distribution content 71 can be easily found: an advertiser; an 
advertisement distribution ID; an advertisement distribution URL; 

30 and an advertisement overview. 

[0038] The viewing/listening contents management server 30 
understands the viewer terminal 10 and the viewed moving picture 
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contents 54, using the control instruction 14 transferred from the 
streaming distribution server 50. The viewing/listening contents 
management se'f9^^3#^ktra-fev ! -th6' 8 advertisement distribution 
contents 71 from the advertisement management database 37 (step 

5 42). Then, the object viewer qualification module 72 judges 
whether or not the viewer terminal 10 receiving the distributed 
moving picture contents 54 is a distribution object of the 
advertisement distribution contents 71 (step 43). In the case 
where the viewer terminal 10 is a distribution object of the 

10 advertisement distribution contents 71, the advertisement insertion 
slot extract module 74 extracts an inserted slot 58 for inserting the 
advertisement distribution contents 71, the inserted slot 58 being 
placed on the way of distribution of the moving picture contents 54 
(step 44). The inserted slot 58 is extracted based on the 

15 distribution elapse time of the moving picture contents 54 included 
in the streaming distribution server 50 by referring to the content 
distribution specific database 32 and the control instruction 14. 
Then, the advertisement distribution contents 71 are distributed to 
the viewer terminal 10 using the streaming distribution function 

20 placed in the viewing/listening contents management server 30 
(step 45). 

[0039] FIG. 5 is a block diagram showing a whole configuration 

of the streaming advertisement distribution system according to the 
second embodiment. The system as shown in FIG. 5 is different 

25 from the system as shown in FIG. 1 in that instead of the 
viewing/listening contents management server 30, the 
advertisement distribution server 70 inserts the advertisement 
distribution contents 71 into the inserted slot 58 placed on the way 
of distribution of the moving picture contents 54, and distributes the 

30 result. 
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
